There 
I was active in the Bo-rusoia Corps. Thereafter I alternated my studies 
between Berlin and TUbingen, and at the beginning of 1937 took ay 
final examinations in Berlin.

After the change of government in 1933 It was necessary for 
every student enrolled in Gorman universities, if he wished to continue- 
h±3 studies, to become a member of the Rational Socialist Studente league..

Because. ;of 
a general order I was transferred in 1941 to the Uaffen 'S3. .From 
thb beginning I used my activity at the FtlhrungehaUpt^t' to 'iflifigafe, .
